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SALE RESULTS 
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Christie’s, the world’s oldest fine art auctioneers, held its first auction in London on December 5, 1766. 

In 1977 Christie’s opened its United States salerooms at 502 Park Avenue and in 1979 launched Christie’s East, 219 
East 67th Street. Today the firm is a major international company with 83 offices in 29 countries. Christie’s holds 
sales in Britain, the United States, Australia, Hong Kong, Italy, Japan, Monaco, the Netherlands and Switzerland.

In more recent years, Christie’s in America has sold major Impressionist, Modern and Contemporary paintings 
from numerous renowned collections such as those of Henry Ford II, Paul Mellon, Baron Lambert, the Tremaines 
and Robert B. Mayer, and from distinguished Hollywood collections such as those of William and Edith Mayer 
Goetz, Hal B. Wallis and Billy Wilder. Other preeminent sales held in America include the Nicholas Brown desk 
and bookcase which sold for S12,100,000—the record for American furniture, thejewels of Florence Gould and 
Caroline Ryan Foulke, the Estelle Doheny Library (which included Volume 1 of the Gutenberg Bible, sold for 
$5,390,000: a world record price for a printed book), and many important sales of furniture, Asian arts, porcelain, 
rugs, silver, stamps, wine and automobiles. In 1990, Christie’s set world records for both paintings and furniture, 
when van Gogh s Portrait of Dr. Gachet sold for $82,500,000 in New York and the Badminton Cabinet reached 
$15,200,000 in London.

The Museum program is distinguished by year-round hands-on exhibitions, special performances 
and art activities, and workshops. Focus areas for educational programming include the man-made 
and natural environment, the local and global community, and the literary, visual and performing 
arts. In addition to family visits, the Cloisters serves the community through school tours, outreach 
activities and Head Start workshops which supplement the programs of local centers by providing 
parent/child activities in art, storytelling, music and movement in the unique environment of the 
Cloisters. ‘Shareshops’ for teachers introduce creative teaching techniques and provide 
encouragement and idea-sharing opportunities. 

The coins themselves came originally from the Estate of Mrs. Sumner A. Parker whose generous 
bequest of the family home ‘The Cloisters’ in Brooklandville near Baltimore led to the foundation 
of the Museum. The collection was put together by an ancestor of Mrs. Parker in the late 19th and 
early 20th Centuries. The collector concentrated on what were, at the time fairly ‘modern’ issues; 
date runs of Barber, Nickel and Copper coinage, partial rolls of 1862 Half-Dimes, 1875S 
Twenty-Cent pieces and of course 18600 Half-Dollars (see our magnificent cover photograph). He 
or she always tried to acquire the finest quality pieces and of course, in time, the collection has 
become very valuable. The collection seems to have been completed just after the First World War 
with the purchase of rolls of 1918S Quarters, 1919 Buffalo Nickels, and a splendid Panama Pacific 
Exposition five-piece Commemorative Set (lot 598). It was then deposited in the family vault and 
left untouched until the Spring of 1991. Seven of the finest pieces from the collection appear 
enlarged and in color on the following pages.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF MR. TEMPLETON REID 
AND HIS GEORGIA MINT 

Many Americans don’t know that the first American Gold Rush was to Georgia and North Carolina in 1828. 
["hough gold wa liscovi rly as in Mecklenburg County, North Carolina, publicity (or lack 

thereof) wasn’t sufficient to fire “Gold Fever” until 1828. When it finally did, hundreds of miners descended 
upon poverty-stricken Southern Appalachia. The area’s population grew hundredfold practically overnight, and 
one result was an extreme shortage of circulating coinage. 

To combat the problem, miners began a barter system based on the readily available gold dust. The system 
worked in a fashion but was very impractical; gold dust was lost at a rate of about 5-15% during transportation, 
re-weighing, repackaging, etc. 

Mr. Templeton Reid (1789-1851), a man of German descent and a resident of Milledgeville, Georgia was a jack 
of all trades. At various times he made a living as a jeweler, metalworker, gunsmith, watchmaker and cotton gin 
manufacturer. Reid’s biographer. Dr. Dexter Seymour, speculates that Reid began working on the idea of 
minting a private coinage when the Georgia Gold Rush began in 1828. 

Reid’s first coins were struck in Milledgeville in 1830. A newspaper clipping from the July 24th Georgia Journal 
reads: 


“. . .our very ingeneous fellow citizen, 

Mr. Templeton Reid . . . makes with great 
facility and great neatness, pieces worth 
ten, five and two and a half dollars. No 
alloy is mixed with it, and it is so stamped 
that it cannot be easily imitated.” 

In August, Reid moved his mint to Gainesville, Georgia to be closer to the center of the mining district. His 
business was quite successful and he was a trusted assayer; even some local banks accepted his coins at face value. 

Success, however, brought jealousy. Complaints, largely in editorial form from the mysterious and malevolent 
“No Assayer,” were first leveled at Reid on August 16th in the Georgia Courier. They centered on the gold 
content and weight of Reid’s coins, and his seignorage charges. “No Assayer” further contended that the private 
minting of coins was unconstitutional. Reid defended his operation on all counts, and modern numismatic 
historians seem to be on his side. According to Walter Breen, Reid’s coins were “very slightly” lighter than 
federal $2 92 coins, but their gold content was about .942 Fine as opposed to the federal .917; so Reid’s coins were 
actually worth a little more than face value as bullion. However, the negative publicity forced Reid to shut his 
mint on about October 18th, 1830 after a total of four months of sporadic production. 

It is estimated that Templeton Reid produced about 1,500 coins during those four months, two-thirds of which 
were two and a half dollar pieces. Almost all of his coins were melted down at the Philadelphia mint soon after 
they fell out of use in Georgia.
